the  grounding  department  the  paper  is  car¬ 
ried  to  the  color  department  where  the  pat¬ 
terns  are  printed.  The  paper  is  run  through 
a  press  called  the  printing  machine,  which 
is  a  huge  hollow  cylinder  liaving  at  regular 
intervals  from  two  to  twelve  smaller  cylin¬ 
ders  or  rollers  to  its  under  side,  between 
which  numerous  Follers  tho  paper  passes. 
Each  roller  gives  one  color,  upon  the  same 
principle  as  a  printing  press  color  machine, 
and  the  patterns  are  printed  with  color  on 
color,  which  is  obtained  from  small  vats  on 
each  side  of  the  machine,  and  put  on  the 
rollers  by  cloths  saturated  in  the  vats.  An 
absolute  uniformity  of  tint  is  obtained  by  a 
multiplicity  of  rollers,  each  one  distributing 
the  color  anew,  and  the  slightest  difference 
in  hue  is  noticed  by  the  operator  who  stands 
in  front  of  the  machine  watching  the  swiftly - 
revolving  .cylinder.  Thousands  of  yards  of 
paper  can  be  turned  out  by  one  machine  in 
a  day. 

All  the  above  is  called  machine  work,  and 
not  only  twelve  colors  can  be  used,  but  sev¬ 
eral  varieties  and  tints  of  bronzing  can  be 
applied,  as  exactly  as  if  it  was  done  by  band 
Another  variety  of  paper  of  great  value  is 
velvet  hangings.  This  is  made  by  first 
taking  strong  paper,  varnishing  it  evenly, 
and  then  running  it  slowly  through  the 
trough  ;  the  flock  or  material  of  which  the 
velvet  surface  is  made,  is  poured  in  the 
trough,  on  the  varnished  side  of  the  paper, 
and  a  series  of  sticks  pound  the  under  sur¬ 
face  of  the  same,  the  beating  causing  the 
flock  to  adhere  closely  and  thickly.  By  the 
time  the  paper  has  gone  the  length  of  the 
twenty -loot  trough  the  operation  is  com 
pleted,  it  only  needing  a  brushing  thereafter 
to  remove  loose  particles  of  flock.  Ia  this 
establishment  this  operation  is  done  by  a 
machine,  beating  and  all,  the  only  instance 
of  the  kind  in  the  world.  Elsewhere  and  in 
other  parts  of  the  same  manufactory  the  old 
method  is  used,  and  the  boys  do  the  beating 
with  sticks,  a  much  longer  and  more  costly 
operation. 

Stamping  the  various  raised  designs  is 
skiilful  work,  and  the  most  delicate  patterns 
are  reproduced  with  surprising  fidelity — the 
graining  of  woods,  veining  of  leaves,  etc. 
Several  machines  are  in  operation  here,  the 
finest  of  them  coming  from  Germany.  They 
work  on  the  plan  of  the  old-fashioned  book 
press,  with  a  screw  at  the  top.  Embossing 
of  various  papers  is  done  after  printing,  aud 
sometimes  before.  In  the  latter  case,  the 
coloring  is  put  on  by  haud  with  stencils. 
Hand  work  of  all  kinds  is  delicate  work, 
very  slow,  and  but  very  little  better  than 
machine,  although  costing  three  times  as 
much.  Each  color  is  put  on  separately,  and 
one  man  can  do  only  a  compartively  small 
amount  in  a  day.
